We all shared in the courage, 
manhood and faith of the sol- 
diers who endured the torture, 
hunger and degradation inflicted 
on American soldiers by Chinese 
and Korean Communists who 
did not “turn” or break. 


Also, we all stand indicted, 
feeling guilt in some degree, 
because these men, and the 18 
others ‘‘who stayed,” lacked 
courage, the quality wrapped up 
in the word “manhood,” faith in 
their country and in its meaning. 


No person knows what he will 
do in a time of testing. None 
knows how deep or shallow are 
the wells of courage, the reser- 
voirs of faith, the springs of in- 
tegrity .. . until the testing 
time of great sorrow, travail or 
fear comes. 


One of the three who returned 
said ‘‘a boy turned to commu- 
nism, a man returns home.”’ 


That is a good line. It could 
be true. 


Why? 

‘Stupidity and fear’”’ were the 
two words used by the three to 
“explain” why they accepted 
communism ... and “stayed.” 

Obviously, and understand- 
ably, they many times had 
talked over their story. 

These three .. . and the 
others—never knew torture ‘or 
hunger as of war. 
They did not “break” after 
punishment, They avoided it by 
*‘turning.”’ 

Of Cowart, the Army re 
ported: According to returned 
prisoners of war, he ingratiated 
himself with the Chinese Com- 
munists by writing articles for 
the Communist publication ‘*To- 
ward Truth and Peace’ and by 
making propaganda recordings. 
They charged, too, that he in- 
formed on fellow prisoners, 
preached communism among 
them. He was convinced by the 
Chinese that collaborating with 
them would insure a happy life. 

On Bell the Army reported: 
According to returned prisoners 
of war, Bell voluntarily at- 
tended Communist indoctrina- 
tion meetings. He assisted the 
Communists in their efforts to 
persuade other prisoners to ac- 
cept communism. He made 
propaganda recordings and 
Signed ‘‘peace’’ petitions. For 
his willing efforts he was given 
extra food and the easy job of 
mail orderly. 

On Griggs the Army reported: 
According to returned prisoners 
Griggs wrote for Communist 
publications; preached commu- 
nism to other prisoners and 
made propaganda recordings. 
Prisoners said of him, as they 
did of Cowart, that he was an 
informer who collaborated in 
every way which would ingrati- 
ate himself to his captors. 


Fear 


Each of the three now says 
they were afraid to leave the 
Chinese because of ‘‘certain 
acts’ in the prison camps. 

Each also says their articles 
and recordings were written not 
by them, but prepared for them 
by Communist correspondents 
in the camp. They served as 
‘‘parrots.”’ 

This explains the puzzled, 
sorrowing parents and relatives 
who said of their recordings and 
articles, ‘‘They didn’t sound like 
our boy.” 

Virginia Pasley, in her book 
“21 Stayed,” did careful re- 
search into the backgrounds of 
each. 

These three, now returned, 
fitted into the dominant pattern. 
They didn’t do well in school. 
... each was a “withdrawn” 
type. They made few friends. 
They took little part in school 
activities. Teachers said of 
them each, “He was a pe 
culiar boy”... ‘‘He was a boy 
you couldn’t teach... .” 

‘‘The Communists reached them 
. . « wrote words for them to 
sign and speak... .”

Found in Psalm 37 


Psalm 37 has been traditionally ascribed to 
David, the sweetest singer and most gifted poet 
Israel produced. This poem has inspired multi- 


tudes of faithful men for more than 25 centuries. It is a psalm of 


confidence and assurance in God. 
and thoughtfully. 

In the opening lines of this 
poem there is a series of sugges- 
tions for the man with a tense 
and trouble mind: ‘Fret not thy- 
self... Trust in the Lord... 
Delight thyself also in the Lord 
. - . Commit thy way unto the 
Lord.”’ Verse seven reads: ‘‘Rest 
in the Lord, and wait patiently 
for Him: fret not thyself because 
of His who prospereth in His 
way.”’ 

Here is a staircase to mental 
peace: fret not, trust, delight, 
commit, rest, and wait. Six steps 
toward heaven. 

For applied psychology there 
are few professional men who 
match the therapy of the Psalm- 
ist. There is a psalm for every 
need and occasion, for. every 
trouble and temptation. Long be- 
fore medicine became an exact 
science, the wisdom of faithful 
men offered healing for bad 
nerves and for tortured con- 


sciences and for anxious hearts. 
David says that confidence 
in God is manifested through 


resting and waiting. That sounds 
like a strange cure for trouble. 
Up and at it, is our cure. Get 
busy, exert yourself, get involved, 
crowd your trouble out of your 
mind through physical exertion 
and mental activity—these are 
supposed t clear the mind of 
turmoil.

One vital question was missing. 
The old major leaguer brought it 
up. That’s what he talked about, in 
alarming tones. The question would 
be: “Do you think that baseball 
players in general are doing all they can to make the game 
attractive and exciting to the spectator? Yes—, No—.”’ 

Since the exhibition season I can speak only in terms of the 
minor leagues. The old major leaguer and Robinson are authori- 
ties on the majors. Putting their two heads together with what 
I’ve seen in the minors, it’s got to be the negative answer. 


—Hustle for $175, Plus Hardships 


Baseball players in general not only are not doing all they can 
to bring the customer back to the park, they appear to perform 
as if they’re content merely to hang on. 

“T’ve never seen anything like it up here,’ the old major 
leaguer said. “I wish you could see the way these players drag 
around on the field. It would disgust you. Established big league 
players go about their job as if they don’t care, as if to say, ‘I’ve 
got it made, so why should I hustle.’ 

“If they want to know what’s wrong with baseball, I can 
tell them where to begin. Start with the players themselves. 
They’re killing it. They’re taking the bread and butter out of 
their own mouths and they’re too fat and happy to 
recognize it,’’ 

I have seen baseball played with consistent desire only in the 
class D leagues this season. In class D, where the kids ride sec- 
ond-hand busses with broken mufflers, survive on a grease ball 
diet supplemented by soda pop and make an average of $175 per 
month, with a dollar-a-day meal money. In the Georgia State and 
the Georgia-Florida leagues I’ve seen them hustle this season. 
Frequently their spirit and energy exceed their talent, but the 
performance was never nonchalant. 

My strongest personal resentment toward the Crackers this 
season begins and ends with their lack of desire. Except on rare 
occasions their performances have been totally devoid of enthusi- 
asm but reeking with indifference. It is true that they ran head- 
on into a considerable wave of spectator harangue. The clients 
expected, on the heels of a great '54 season, nothing less than 
mere perfection again. When it didn’t come at the start, they tore 
into the Ponce de Leon peons and never let them forget their 
disdain. 


—Dillinger, $150,000 Waste of Talent 


Still, the preservation of baseball should be of concern first 
to the player. The Crackers and any other team in the industry 
are responsible to the management and to the person who buys 
the ticket to give the supreme effort, whether in first or eighth 

lace. 

. Television in itself is not totally harmful to the game. It 
inflicts the worst damage by revealing to the parlor-sitter the 
indifference, the what-the-hellishness of the players who are 
supposed to be consumed in a game they love as well as in 
the pursuit of their daily bread. 

The player who doesn’t give it all he’s got is driving a nail 
into the coffin of the game that’s providing him his living. The 
nonchalant major leaguer should be run out all the way back to 
the bushes where he could sample again the bitter cup of the D- 
leaguer. Careers in genera] run shorter than they did 15 years 
ago, but the shortest careers are those of the indifferent player, 
whose short-sightedness expands with increasing wealth. 

A few years ago the St. Louis Browns had a third baseman 
named Bob Dillinger, fast, strong-armed and a good hitter. The 
Browns traded him for $150,000 to the Athletics, after which 


Dillinger began to drift, to Pittsburgh, to the White Sox and out.

ARTICLE Il 
The only difficult rule in Calypso 
governs the winning of a trick. 
Let's state the rule first, and then 
illustrate it with a few examples, 
If a player leads his own suit, 
any card that he leads is con- 
sidered to be the ace. Therefore. 
8 if everybody follows suit, he auto- 
matically wins the trick (even if 
he has led a deuce and some other 


%™- player has followed with the ace), 


If a player leads and every- 
body follows suit, the trick is won 
by the highest card in the suit. 
This is, of course, very normal. 

If a player cannot follow the 
suit led, he may play any other 
‘card in his hand. That is, he may, 
play a trump (a card of his own’ 
suit) or he may discard some side 
suit. If he trumps, he can be. 
beaten only by a_ higher trump; | 
but if he discards, his play has 
no bearing at all on the winning 
of the trick. 

Now for some examples. 

South's trump suit is spades. He) 
leads the S-3, and the other cards 
on the trick are S-Q, S-K, and S-A.

In case of a tie, the first card 
outranks a later card. (There are 
four of each card. If all four aces 
of a suit were played on the same 
trick, by some weird chance, the 
first ace would win.) 

Take another case. South again 
leads the S-3, and the other cards 
are S-Q, S-K, and the H-5. The 
heart is played by the club player, 
as it happens, so it is a discard 
rather than a trump. The S-3 still 
wins the trick. 


Now assume that the H-5 was 
played by the heart player. It is 
then a trump, and it wins the 
trick, 

One final example: 
the 5-3, the next played trumps 
with the D-J, the third player 
trumps with the H-J, and the last 
player trumps with the C-Q. The 
last player wins the trick, for his 
trump is highest. If he hadn't 
trumped, the first jack (diamonds) 
would have won the trick.

Power Lawn Mowers 
Boon, Not Foolproof 


The power lawn mower is a 
boon to anyone with a large 
lawn. It is relatively safe, con- 
sidering the few accidents that 
have ensued and credit must 
go to the manufacturers who 
have designed the machines 
with safety in mind. 

But no machine is foolproof 
and we all can profit from the 
mistakes of others. Accidents 
have occurred under unusual 
circumstances. The more popu- 
lar high speed rotary type has 
blades that travel approximate 
ly 3,750 r.p.m. 

The blade may break off 
when the cutter hits an im- 
bedded rock and should the 
fragment strike the shin, it will 
fracture the bone.

For Blonde 
Slayer Fail 


LONDON, July 11 ® — Ruth 
Ellis, beautiful 28-year-old plati- 
num blonde murderess, heard 
from a prison governor tonight 
that a public clamor to save her 
from the hangman’s noose had 
failed. 

The onetime model and night 
club hostess goes to the gallows 
Wednesday morning for the pas- 
sion shooting of the young lover 
who jilted her. 

She made no attempt to plead 
for royal clemency. “I am quite 
content to die,”’ she had told 
friends who visited her in Hollo- 
way jail. 

REJECTS MASS APPEAL 

Home Secretary Gwilym Lloyd- 
George today turned down the 
mass of appeals and petitions with 
more than 25,000 names flooding 
into his office urging clemency. 
He studied reports from the trial 
judge, prison matrons, and rec- 
ommendations of medical and 
legal experts before announcing 
his decision. 


“There are not sufficient 
grounds to recommend any inter- 
ference with the due course of 
the law,”’ Lloyd-George said. 

Dr. Charity Taylor, woman gov- 
ernor of Holloway jail, broke the 
news to Mrs. Ellis. There was no 
indication how she took it. Since 
her trial she has remained out- 
wardly impassive and prepared for 
death. 

Now only a direct command 
from Queen Elizabeth II can save 
Mrs. Ellis. The monarch tradition- 
ally follows the advice of her min- 
isters. 


REFUSES TO FIGHT 


Mrs. Ellis, divorcee and mother 
of two children, has refused to 
fight against the death penalty 
conviction for shooting David 
Blakely, her 25-year-old lover, out- 
side a tavern on Easter Sunday. 

She virtually asked for death at 
her trial, admitting she fired six 
shots at Blakely in a fit of jeal- 
ousy. 

Unless there is some unexpect- 
ed, last-minute change, Mrs. Ellis 
will be the 15th woman to be 
hanged this century in Britain and 
the third since World War II. 
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Reds Return 
U.S. Ships in 
‘Bad Shape’ 


BREMERHAVEN, Germany, 
July 11  — The 35 lend-lease 
American warships finally re- 
turned by the Soviets earlier this 
month “are in bad shape” and 
probably will be sold as junk, a 
U. S. naval officer said today, 

“Everything of value in them, 
such as instruments and equip- 
ment, was removed before they 
were returned,’”’ the officer told 
newsmen. ‘‘The Soviets apparently 
beached them immediately after 
the war.” 

The vessels include 30 patrol 
torpedo boats and five subchasers. 
They were handed over to Ameri- 
can officials recently by Soviet 
sailors who brought them to the 
German Baltic port of Kiel, The 
Russians also are scheduled to re- 
turn 27 other small warships later 
this summer. 

The American officer said the 
patrol torpedo boats originally 
cost $250,000 each but are now 
obsolete. The craft are
